Peres vows rescue 
will be concluded

In bis first public comment since 
last week's official disclosure of a 
secret operation to airlift Ethiopian 
Jews to Israel, Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres yesterday pledged that 
Israel “will not rest" untifit com- 
pletes its interrupted rescue mission. 

“I can say clearly that we shall not 
rest until all our brothers and sisters 
from Ethiopia are safely back 
home/' Peres said in a speech in 
Jerusalem. 

Peres said the Ethiopian Jews had 
“decided to take all risks and return 
to their homeland/' while Israel was 
putting aside economic considera- 
tions to bring them. 

- “Nobody has to pay a price outside 
o'urown people/' he said. 

- He was addressing a Hebrew Uni- 
versity seminar in memory of U.S. 
Senator Henry Jackson. 

The Prime Minister will make a 
statement in the Knesset this after- 
noon about the leaks and revelations 
concerning the rescue mission. No 
debate has been scheduled. 

The Tehiya and CRM factions, 
which withdrew their motions of 
no-confidence after a meeting with 
Peres, said this was part of a deal 
with him in return for his agreeing to 
make the government statement. 

Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel 
had also appealed to Tehiya and the 
CRM to withdraw their motions. 
Enough damage had already been 
done, and further publicity should 
be avoided at all costs, Hillel told 
representatives of the two factions. 

In the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee yesterday, 
where several members sharply criti- 
cized the leaks and the dramatic 
press coverage of the Ethiopian mis- 


sion, Vice Premier and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said it had 
become increasingly harder to keep 
state secrets in Israel. He said “Israel 
is a by-word for leaks all round the 
world.” 

Shamir said that Israeli embassies 
in various capitals had been press- 
ured a great deal lately to supply 
information about the Ethiopian 
Jews but the diplomats bad not said a 
word. 

The Foreign Ministry had not 
found it easy to keep the matter 
secret, Shamir said, because 
thousands of people were involved, 
but discretion had been preserved, 
because there was no alternative. 

“We have once again learned that 
there is a difference between what is 
made public abroad and what is 
made public here in Israel/' be said, 
“or indeed, between an official 
statement, and an unofficial news 
report.” 

He said: “The publication was 
undoubtedly an error but I don't 
believe there was any bad intention 
behind it. Now we have to make an 
effort and bring the aliya operation 
to a conclusion/' 

Likud MK Dan Meridor was more 
outspoken than Shamir, his Herat 
party leader, and seized the oppor- 
tunity to take a swipe at the Prime 
Minister's Office where he served as 
cabinet secretary under former pre- 
mier Men ache m Begin and, later, 
under Shamir. 

Meridor said: “The style of this 
government is different from the 
previous one, in which the operation 
went on secretly for seven years 
because doing and not talking was 
important. Nowadays publicity is 
what counts. What happened? Did 
some government official seek to

Times i Israel sold Ethiopia 
$2Qm. worth of arms since 1963

■ LONDON. - Israel has been in- 
volved in arms trading with Ethiopia 
since 1983, according to a report 
appearing in yesterday's Times. 

Quoting western officials based in 
Addis Ababa, the paper said that 
some $20 million worth of arms were 
delivered in 1983. Some of the arms 
were supplied via a company known 
as Amiran based in Addis Ababa, 
while other military consignments 
were shipped via an unnamed Am- 
sterdam company. 

The Times report adds that 
rumours have circulated in the 
Ethiopian capital of the presence of 
Israeli intelligence officers, though 
some western officials preferred to 
say that Israelis in Addis Ababa 
were involved in “ commercial activ- 
ity.” 

The exports, which the paper, 
•-/alleges include small arras, ammuni- 
tion. and spare parts are claimed to 
be largely from seizures made during 
the Israeli invasion of South Leba- 
non. 

One consignment which entered 
Ethiopia through the port of Assab 
inOctober 1983 had a value reported 
to have been approximately $6 mil- 
lion. 


The Tunes claims that Israel has 
sold equipment more cheaply than 
Ethiopia's main supplier - the Soviet 
Union. 

Sudan, on Saturday, accused 
Ethiopia of using its Jewish popula- 
tion as a “bargaining card” for 
obtaining arms and money from 
Israel. 

Wolf Blazer adds from Washing - 
ton: 

Newsweek magazine, in its latest 
issue, quoted an “unconfirmed news 
report” as saying that Israel also had 
funnelled money and weapons to 
Sudan - in return for which Sudan 
turned “a blind eye" to the rescue of 
Ethiopian Jews. 

A former U.S. State Department 
official who bad travelled to Ethiopia 
in the summer of 1983 to help con- 
vince the Ethiopian regime to permit 
the Jews to leave said yesterday he 
was not surprised by Israel's decision 
last week to lift the secrecy of the 
operation. 

"The highest Ethiopian gov- 
ernmental officials predicted the 
Israelis would release the informa- 
tion in 1983,” said David Korn, a 
professor at Howard University in 
Washington who served as a senior 
aide to former secretary of state

MKs will ask court to 
appoint banks inquiry

The Knesset State Control Com- 
mittee decided unanimously yester- 
day to ask the President of the Sup- 
reme Court to form a judicial com- 
mission of inquiry into the bank 
shares crash. 

It thus ignored a proposal by 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
that the committee defer to the 
cabinet and let it ask for the inquiry. 

The MKs also rejected Zamir's 
interpretation of section 14b of the 
State Comptroller Law, of limiting 
the Knesset body's powers. It 
brought a sheaf of legal opinions of 
its own to prove that an inquiry 
demanded by the Knesset State Con- 
trol Committee could be just as 
comprehensive as an inquiry deman- 
ded by the cabinet. 

Committee chairman David Libai 
is slated to call on Supreme Court 


President Meir Shamgar at 11 a.m. 
today in his chambers to hand over 
the committee's decision and ask 
Shamgar to name the commission 
members and announce its terms of 
reference. 

Although both these details must 
be determined by Shamgar, the com- 
mittee members feel it would be 
preferable if the commission could 
start work very soon and perhaps 
return an interim report because of 
the great public interest in the bank 
shares crash. 

The inquiry commission must be 
headed by a serving or retired judge 
of the Supreme Court or the District 
Court. 

The one committee member who 
objected to an inquiry. Yitzhak Sey- 
ger (Likud), was out of the room 
when the vote was taken. His subse- 
quent protest went unheeded. 


Moda’i: Bank share regulators displayed bad judgement

The people involved in regulating 
the bank shares were guilty of “a 
lack of wisdom and bad judgement/' 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
■gain last oight. But despite the subse- 
quent fiasco, he added, the country's 
banking system is sound. 

In a speech before Herat's econo- 
mic and political circle in Jeru- 
salem's Laromme Hotel. Moda'i 
also suggested that “as in the unfor- 


tunate premature disclosure of the 
Ethiopian Jews airlift, too many 
publicity seekers are at work in the 
bank share question/' 

As the country awaits the findings 
of the proposed state inquiry com- 
mission, people must remember 
that, by agreeing to preserve the 
value of the bank shares, the govern- 
ment was acting with more generos- 
ity than should have been expected. 

Moda'i blasted his fellow minis- 
ters for stalling on the $2 billion cut 


in the state budget. “They were all 
quick to agree to the reduction four 
months ago. when the government 
was formed," he said. “But when it 
comes to reducing, they take their 
time.’* 

Moda'i objected to the Histadrat 
claim that the self-employed do not 
bear their fair share of the income- 
tax burden. 

“Many of us know salaried work- 
ers who also have a second occupa- 
tion which they don't bother to re- 


port. And. many people know of 
small businessmen who can hardly 
finish the month on their incomes.” 

Confirming that the country's 
foreign currency reserves had fallen 
by S220 million last month, Moda'i 
stated that not all the dollars are 
escaping through illegal transfers. 

Last year. 760.000 Israelis 
travelled abroad at a cost of a billion 
dollars which, he noted, though en- 
tirely legal, drains away foreign cur- 
rency. 


Kalian: No evidence Sharon discussed revenge

■ Ariel Sharon's $50 million libel 
suit against Time is likely to get a 
:major boost following retired Sup- 
reme Court president Yitzhak 
Kahan's finding that nothing in the 
secret annex to his inquiry commis- 
sion's report on the massacres in the 
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Palestinian refugee camps supports 
the news magazine's contentions 
against Sharon. 

Former defence minister Sharon 
left yesterday for New York, where 
he is suing Tune for alleging that he 
discussed the need for revenge of 
Bashir Jemayel's murder with the 
Lebanese Phalange. 

Kahan's terse formal replies to 
three questions submitted to him at 
the request of New York Judge 
Abraham Sofaer were yesterday del- 
ivered as required by law, to 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir. 

Zamir was to transfer them to 
New York. 

"There is nothing in any of the 
documents and the evidence refer- 
red to (in Sofaer’s request) which is 
evidence or a hint that Minister 
Sharon held a conversation with the 
Jemayel family, or any other mem- 
ber of the Phalange, at Bikfaya or 
anywhere else, during which Sharon 
discussed the need to avenge the 
death of Bashir Jemayel,” Kahan 
wrote in reply to one of the ques- 
tions. 


Replying to another question' he 
stated: “Nothing in the documents 
and evidence recalls the possibility 
of the massacre of civilians if the 
Phalange should enter the camps (of 
Sabra and Shatiila) without being 
escorted by IDF forces." 

But Kahan added: "The conclu- 
sions from the documents regarding 
Sharon's knowledge of the massacre 
in the sense of anticipating in adv- 
ance that this might happen were 
dealt with in detail in the commis- 
sion’s report which was published... 
I have nothing to add or clarify 
regarding these conclusions/* 

The three questions were pre- 
sented after Time's legal representa- 
tive in Israel, former justice minister 
Hahn Zadok, and advocate Dov 
Weisglass, who represents Sharon, 
read the secret section of the report 
and other documents on Sunday at 
the Prime Minister’s Office in Jeru- 
salem. Kahan was present while they 
perused the material. 

Waiter Ruby adds from New York: 
Milton Gould, the chief lawyer 
Sharon, now minister of Industry 


and Trade in the libel trial said he 
was “delighted” by the news on 
Kahan's replies. 

A spokesman for Time Inc. said 
that Time had understood that the 
contents of Kahan's reply would be 
given to the court here before being 
revealed publicly in Israel. 

According to spokesman Michael 
Luftman “we had been given to 
understand that this would be re- 
leased only in Federal District 
Court. If it is true that the Israeli 
government announced it publicly 
(before submitting to the court) we 
will have to carefully consider what 
that means in terms of our case.” 

In late December Time editor-in- 
chief Henry Granwald had said that 
if it is conclusively shown that the 
portion of its story The Verdict is 
Guilty describing the content of sec- 
ret Appendix B is incorrect. Time 
will print a retraction “if appropri- 
ate." Luftman refused to speculate 
as to whether a retraction would be 
forthcoming, but noted, “The words

Cabinet to consider 
unilateral pullback

plan to raise health fond fees by 
several hundred per cent is “scanda- 
lous,” but to ask the patients to pay 
extra if they then need this health 
service, for which they are insured, is 
“unthinkable,” he added. 

But Moda'i was adamant that the 
only solution to the crisis in the 
health services including the health 
foods is to raise fees and insist that 
patients pay part of the cost of hospi- 
talization and of each visit to the 
doctor. 

Under Moda'i's plan, health fund 
membership fees would be raised by 
200 to 400 per cent, depending on 
the individual's tax bracket. Also a 
flat fee would be charged for visits to 
doctors, special examinations (such 
as X-rays) and a daily fee would be 
charged for hospitalization. 

The meeting ended without deci- 
sion. They will meet again tomorrow 
to continue the discussions.

The cabinet will be called with- 
in the next few days for urgent 
consultations on the situation in 
Lebanon. This follows the stale- 
mate at the renewed Nakoura 
talks, yesterday between the 
Israeli and Lebanese delegations 
and has added "a new sense of 
urgency to the need to reach 
some decision on Lebanon 
soon/' a senior source told The 
Jerusalem Post last night. 

Israel will not issue notice of a 
suspension of the talks which re- 
sumed after the year-end recess, but 
neither will it specify a date for their 
resumption. The Post was told. 

Both sides are reportedly waiting 
for the arrival of UN Undersecretary 
Brian Urquhart who may bring fresh 
ideas for breaking the deadlock 
when he arrives in the region at the 
end of the week. 

The cabinet, presumably after a 
series of debates within the 10-man 
security cabinet, will be asked to 
decide on a redeployment of Israeli 
forces south of its present line. This 
action will be unilateral, indepen- 
dent of any prior agreement with 
either the Lebanese, the Syrians or 
the UN, and will be based only on 
Israel's current and long-term secur- 
ity interests, it was pointed out. 

It has been learned that the Amer- 
icans have not stepped in to mediate 
a solution to the impasse. The U.S. 
administration, still occupied with 
assessing Assistant Secretaiy of 
State Richard Murphy's latest and 
openly unproductive shuttle to the 
area, has passed messages between 
the sides. It is thought, however, 
that the Americans are opposed to 

Thinrangmtfe ranks 
of science teachers

The number of science and tech- 
nology teachers who graduated from 
Israel's institutes of higher learning 
: in 1983 was fewer than in 1978. 

Prof. Josef Singer, president of 
Haifa's Technion, this week pre- 
sented Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon with the results of a survey 
showing that the number of teachers 
who graduated in biology dropped 
by 48 per cent; in physics, by 80 per 
cent; in chemistry, by 30 per cent, 
and in the technological sciences, 
such as electronics and mechanics, 
by 25 per cent. 

Navon said he is aware of the need 
for more science and technology 
teachers in the schools. The Roth- 
schild Foundation recently promised 
the ministry $300,000 to encourage 
students to enter teaching in these 
fields. 


any unilateral Israeli move at this 
stage, and if they sense that such a 
move could take place, they could 
deepen their involvement.

Israel. Gilboa reiterated, consid- 
ers the deployment of Unifi] in the 
area between the Zaharani and 
A wali Rivers up to the Syrian berrder 
a “central component” of the secur- 
ity arrangements it considers neces- 
sary to enable the withdrawal of the 
IDF from Lebanon. But Lebanon, 
he said, continues to oppose any 
deployment of Unifil. even to the 
north of the Litani River. 

Gilboa noted that the Lebanese 
delegation was “interested" in con- 
tinuing the talks. But he said that 
only after consideration of the 
Lebanese statement yesterday 
would any official Israeli response be 
forthcoming. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
is due to travel to the U.S. in less 
than three weeks. Reliable Israeli 
sources said “there is no guarantee 
that a final decision on a redeploy- 
ment will not have been made by 
then. Two-and-a-half weeks.” the 
source added, “is a long time, and I 
feel that we will move before then.” 

The Lebanese government, and 
specifically President Amin 
Jamayel, is also thought to be 
opposed to any uncoordinated 
Israeli redeployment. Officials here 
feel that perhaps only when the 
Lebanese understand that an Israeli 
move is inevitable, will they soften 
their obdurate stand at Nakoura. 

After yesterday's session. Col. 
Bassam Sa'ad, spokesman of the 
Lebanese delegation, said his de- 


legation had renewed its demand 
that the Israelis reveal their with- 
drawal plans. 

“We need a submission of a plan 
for withdrawal, then we can discuss 
it and reach security arrangements 
which will be in the interest of all of 
us,” Sa'ad said. 

To discuss security arrangements 
before getting specifics about a with- 
drawal would be “starting by the tail 
of it,” Sa'ad added. * 

He said while Lebanon wanted a 
“big role'* for U nifil in all- areas 
vacated by the Israeli army, “we 
can't accept a linear deployment of 
Unifil.” This was an apparent refer- 
ence to deploying UN forces in the 
north of the Israeli occupied zone. 

The new element in the Lebanese 
position as outlined by Sa'ad was the 
linkage of security arrangements 
with a blueprint for withdrawal, and 
one Israeli conference source was 
receptive to Sa'ad's statement. 

“It’s a question of which to discuss 
first. There is nothing in that state- 
ment that is a rejection of what we 
want to see,” the source said, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

The source said he was optimistic 
- about Sa'ad’s reference to. a “big 
role”, for Unifil. Asked about re- 
ports his side would walk ont, he 
. said: “We have no intention of 
breaking off the talks unless there is 
a flat refusal to be serious.” 

He sqid the Lebanese side was 
buying time until after the current 
congress of Syria's ruling Ba'ath par- 
ty is over. The congress is to recom- 
mend die future course of the Syrian 
policy. ' 

When the talks broke up, Sa'ad 
described Israel's reaction to the 
Lebanese position as impossible. 

“They ignored it as if they oonld 
not hear us.” he said. He ad (fed that 
while Lebanon was eager for more 
talks, he feared the^e would be 
none. 


Peres hopes Beersheba talks 
will faring end to Tafaa dispute

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday welcomed next week’s re- 
newed dialogue between Israel and 
Egypt in Beersheba, adding that he 
was pleased with compliments from 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
that were published this week in 
U.S. News and World Report. 

Peres said he hopes the Beersheba 
talks, to be held at committee level, 
will eventually lead to settlement of 
the Taba dispute and a warming of 
the relationship between the two 
countries. 

Peres made his remarks at a meet- 


ing of the Israel Spokesmen’s Asso- 
ciation at the Jerusalem Academy of 
Sciences. 

He rejected the suggestion that 
managers of the leading banks 
. should resign now in the wake of the 
state comptroller's bank share re- 
port. The only democratic and fair 
way to let them have their say is to 
conduct an inquiry, said Peres. 

The premier said he believed that 
the U.S. will increase its economic 
and military grants to Israel. “What- 
ever they- promised, they have 
kept.” But die Americans are enti- 
tled to make proposals to help Israel 
solve its economic problems, he 
said.

GENEVA. - The U.S. and the 
Soviet Union began preliminary 
nuclear arms talks yesterday after a 
13-month lapse in negotiations, but 
no substantive details were reported 
from the opening sessions of the 
two-day conference.

KIRYAT SHMONA. - A five-year- 
old boy who disappeared from here 
early Sunday was found late in the 
evening in the Tel Aviv bus station, 
after hundreds of Kiryat Shmona 
residents had spent the day scouring 
the town and its surrounds for him. 

It turns out that Ya'acov Malka 
had left his kindergarten and walked 
to the Kiryat Shmona bus station, 
where he stood in line, got on a bus, 
smiled at the driver and sat down. 

The driver apparently thought 
that the boy’s parents were else- 
where in the line. During the three 
and a half hour trip to Tel Aviv, no 
one of the bus paid any attention to 
the feet that Ya'acov was all alone. 
The child got off the bus when- it 
arrived in Tel Aviv. 

Meanwhile, back in Kiryat Shmo- 
na, his parents had noticed he was 
missing, and hundreds of soldiers 
and Border Policemen, as well as 
Kiryat Shmona residents and other 
volunteers, searched for him. 

It was only at 11.30 p.m. that the 
boy decided Tel Aviv was not home 
and he began to cry. Passersby took 
him to the police, where he told what 
had happened. 

Ya'acov spent Sunday night in a 
Social Affairs Ministry dormitory in 
Tel Aviv and was reunited with his 
parents yesterday morning. 


Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, 
indicated that the talks might be 
going well, but there was no official 
confirmation nor any indication as to 
the substance of their conversations. 

The aim of the Shultz-Gromyko 
talks is to chart new formal negotia- 
tions to trim the present nuclear 
arsenals of the -superpowers and 
avert a war in space. The Russians 
had abandoned nuclear missile talks 
here in late 1983. 

Shultz arrived in a heavily guarded 
motorcade yesterday morning at the 
Soviet mission where he met with 
Gromyko for 3Vi hours, an hour 
beyond schedule. Following lunch, 
the two foreign ministers resumed 
discussions in the American mission. 
Shultz was to be host later at a 
reception for the Soviet delegation. 

When he arrived at the American 
mission Gromyko, who has negoti- 
ated with eight U.S. Secretaries of 
State, waved and smiled to newsmen 
and then was escorted into the build- 
ing by Arthur Hartman, U.S. 
Ambassador to Moscow, and Paul 
Nitze. Shultz's chief arnis control;, 
adviser. 

During a two- minute photo ses- 
sion, Shultz and the often stem ‘ 
Gromyko engaged in highly ani- 
mated banter before entering the 


conference room. 

The two men still appeared in 
good humourafter their first session. 

The afternoon session lasted for 
three hours and 20 minutes before 
both delegations retired to a recep- 
tion in the U.S. Mission hosted by 
Shultz. 

Geneva city officials said a total of 
700 reporters and technicians had 
been accredited for the conference, 
one of the biggest turnouts. in the 
history of Geneva, which has long 
been an international meeting site. 

The city was hit by a minus 15 C 
temperature as the conference be- 
gan. 

, As the talks got under way, it was 
announced in Moscow that a high 
level U.S. government delegation 
arrived in the Soviet capital for its 
first talks with Soviet officials on 
trade and economic matters since 
1979. The talks are to last two days.

Over 60 Indians 
held far recent 
anti-Sikh riots 


NfcW DELHI (Reuter). - Indian 
police, arrested more than 60 people 
in a three-day sweep of NewDethi 
and charged them with murder; riot- 
ing and arson during recent anti-Sikh 
riots, the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reported yesterday. 

The news agency said the arrests 
were made during a drive launched 
by police on Saturday to root out 
those suspected of rioting which kil- 
led at least 1.270 people. PTI quoted 
a police spokesman as saying arrests 
would continue as evidence came in. 

The assassination of Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi on October 31 by 
two Sikh bodyguards triggered wide- 
spread violence, directed mainly 
against the Sikh community. In Del- 
hi 631 people died, according to 
officials. 

The police drive coincided with a 
nationwide broadcast by Gandhi's 
son and successor Rajiv, in which be 
pledged his government would give 
top priority to finding a peaceful 
solution to the sectarian crisis in the 
Sikh-majority state of Punjab.

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U.S. cautious over 
Jordan-Soviet deal

WASHINGTON/ - The U.S. 
yesterday reacted cautiously to re- 
ports that Jordan has signed an arms 
deal with the Soviet Union. The 
State Department issued a statement 
noting that such a deal would not be 
the first time “that Jordan has purch- 
ased weapons from the Soviets. 

Spokesman Alan Romberg, read- 
ing from a prepared memorandum 
told reporters that Jordan has consis- 
tently sought to buy military hard- 
ware from a variety of sources." The 
latest sale, he said, “does not appear 
to represent any fundamental 
change in Jordan's traditional pro- 


curement practices. ” 

The spokesman declined to specu- 
late about the status of any pending 
Jordanian arms requests from the 
U.S. 

Jordan is known to be interested 
in purchsing F-16 fighters and 
mobile improved Hawk anti-aircraft 
missiles from tfie U.S. Officials said . 
those sales were still “on hold. 
“They conceded that prospects of 
winning congressional approval for 
them have been further complicated 
by this latest Jordanian-Soviet deal." 

Officials privately said the Soviets 
had provided Jordan with ex- 
ceedingly attractive financing for the 
purchase of anti-aircraft missiles.

Birzeit University yesterday took 
the highly unusual step of publishing 
a statement in support of imprisoned 
Hebrew University physicist Prof. 
Daniel Amit, who was recently sent- 
enced to a month in military jail for 
refusing to do reserve duty in Leba- 
non. 

The West Bank university’s 
“Open Letter to the Academic Com- 
munity,’' signed by its vice-president 
Dr. Gabi Bar amid, is dearly in the 
manner of repaying a debt. Amit, as 
a former activist in the Birzeit Soli- 
darity Committee and as a member 
of the executive of the Assodation 
for Civil Rights in Israel ( Acri) was a 
prominent voice in the protests 
against the numerous closures of 
Birzeit by the West Bank military 
government. 

“We take this opportunity to 
strongly support his (Amit's) own 
freedom of thought and his right not 
to serve in an unjust war and an 
illegal occupation,” the statement 
said, in language and format identic- 


al to the numerous similar 
announcements it has issued over 
the years to protest against closures, 
seizures, dashes and the other con- 
flicts with the military. 

“The action of Prof. Amit. and of 
those others who have taken similar 
stands, encourage the cause of peace 
and justice in our war-tom area, 
where so much injustice has and 
continues to be endured,” the state- 
ment said. 

Amit's consdentious objection 
deeply embarrassed Acri, of which 
he is currently chairman. The asso- 
ciation, which some time ago 
adopted a formal position ruling out 
a ritizen’s right to refuse to serve in 
the army for political reasons, quick- 
ly issued a statement disodating it- 
self from his action. 

In a related development, some 
3,000 members of Peace Now and 
Parents Against Silence demons- 
trated in front of the Knesset to 
demand an immediate withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 


Refusenik’s wife to search for husband 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The wife of a 
Soviet Jew imprisoned in a labour 
camp said yesterday that she was 
setting out on a 1 ,200km . journey to 
search for her husband and demand 
information about his health from 
the prison authorities. 

Ina Begun, whose husband Yosef 
was sentenced to seven years in the 
camps in October 1983, said by tele- 
phone she was leaving Moscow last 
night by train for Chusovoi in the 
Urjl Mountains. 

Chusovoi is the nearest dty to the 
labour camp where Yosef Begun was ■ 
last reported interned. Ina Begun 
said regional health authorities bad 
admitted that her husband had a 
serious heart condition and had been 
receiving treatment. 

She dedded to try to get informa- 


tion on the spot after a doctor con- 
tacted by telephone in the regional 
capital of Perm said her husband was 
back at work but refused to say if 
Begun, S3, had recovered his health. 

Begun, a veteran refusenik, de- 
nied permission to emigrate to 
Israel, has been died by President 
Ronald Reagan as a case exemplify- 
ing human rights abuses in the Soviet 
Union. 

In Geneva. Avital Shcharansky, 
the wife of another ailing refusenik 
prisoner, Anatoly, met U.S. Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Richard Bun 
on Sunday night. She said she was 
confident that her husband's plight 
would be raised at talks between 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko. 


Bronfman will discuss Jewry in Moscow

Beduin group protests Kedmi murder publicity

HAIFA. - The committee of Beduin 
youths and intellectuals has strongly 
condemned the publicity resulting 
from the arrest of six young Beduin 
in connection with the abduction and 
murder of Hadass Kedmi . 

In a statement to the press, the 
committee noted that, while they 
condemned the murder, the public- 
ity on the Beduin suspects before 
they had been charged, much less 


found guilty, had badly hurt the 
names and image of the Israeli Be- 
duin “who have tied their fate to that 
of the state and have proved their 
loyalty beyond any doubt." 

The committee refrained from any 
interference in the police actions to 
solve the murder, but stated that 
publicity singling out the six of the 
several hundred others interrogated, 
unjustly cast aspersions on the entire 
Beduin community.

Big rise in industry’s sales abroad in 1984

Industrial exports grew at the rate 
of 16.6 per cent in 1984 after two 
years of stagnation. This develop- 
ment. announced yesterday by the 
Ministry of Industxy and Trade, is 
regarded as encouraging in itself, 
and indicative of the production 
potential that can be directed to the 
export drive. 

The ministry spokesmen point out 
that, in fact, the volume growth in 
exports was larger than the figures - 
13 per cent overall and 16.6 per cent 
industrial export growth - indicate. 
This is due to the fall in the value of 
the European currencies vis-a-vis 
the dollar, so that dollar-based sta- 


tistics distort the true picture. 

Among the factors that contri- 
buted to this development, the 
ministry noted, were the recovery in 
several foreign markets, notably the 
U.S.. the parallel decline in the 
demand at home, and the govern- 
ment’s policies of maintaining the 
' level of profitability for industrial 
exports and encouraging the de- 
velopment of a marketing mfrastruc- 
ture. 

While tbe-increase of exports was 
a feature of all the main industrial 
sectors, the most outstanding adv- 
ances were scored in the metals and 
electronics sectors, which advanced 
more than 21 per cent. This growth 


was apparent in both civilian and 
military products. 


Another feature was the con- 
tinued growth in exports to the U.S. . 
a trend that has been in force for 
several years. 

The ministry warned that, in order 
to maintain the impressive achieve- 
ments of 1984 and make further 
progress in increasing exports in 
1985, it would be necessary to in- 
crease the profitability level of ex- 
ports - not merely maintain the 
current level -.since there was a 
tendency - emerging in the western 
economies towards lower economic 
growth this year.

His declaration followed a fresh 
round of attacks launched by both 
sides in the wake of the public disclo- 
sure of the airlift operation with each 
claiming the other was responsible. 

■ So far. the U.S. has allocated S15 
million for the Israeli absorption 
process, and $5 million more is on 
the way. U.S. Jews are expected to 
contribute over S60 million while in 
the U.S. Tsur met with State Depart- 
ment officials who deal with the 
refugee problem.

Tsur voiced opposition to a plan 
proposed last week by former Jewish 
Agency settlement department 
chairman Ra'anan Weitz. that three 
“communal settlements" be estab- 
lished in the South - tent cities close 
to strong development towns or re- 


gional councils - where Ethiopian 
olim would live temporarily. They 
would, according to this plan, work 
in forests and orchards until under- 
going vocational training. 

Tsur said that the Ethiopians don’t 
want to live in a ghetto, but want to 
be "equal” and integrated in Israeli 
society. Moreover, existing agri- 
cultural settlements are in serious 
economic trouble, so it would be 
unwise to engage the Ethiopians in 
farming. 

The minister conceded that some 
towns were not adequately prepared 
for the Ethiopian influx, but that 
those council heads who complained 
about lack of coordination had in 
fact been well prepared and con- 
sumed, "There were mistakes,” said 
Tsur. “Don't expect that there won't 
be problems.” 

His director-general added that 
the ministry will invest adequately in 
vocational training for the olim so 
that they are not exploited by em- 
ployers looking for a source of cheap 
labour. 

Deputy Premier and Education 


Minister Yitzhak Navon yesterday 
visited a high school in Sderot, 
where he was greeted by Ethiopian 
and other Israeli youths. This north- 
ern Negev town has absorbed some 
60 Ethiopian families over the past 
few years. 

"I am amazed at their integration, 
intelligence and motivation." Navon 
told The Jerusalem Post. “Our real 
test is to absorb them socially." 

He declared that his ministry 
needs S10 million immediately to 
hire teachers and find classrooms for 
5.000 Ethiopian children. The 
Treasury has refused to hire more 
teachers, but The Post has learned 
that Navon plans to pursue the mat- 
ter personally with the Prime Minis- 
ter. 

The Education Ministry is prepar- 
ing workbooks to instruct teachers 
about Ethiopian customs, language, 
and culture so that they will be better 
prepared ro deal with the immigrants 
in their classroom and to help the 
other children accept them. 

Navon said an Amharic-Hebrew 
dictionary has been prepared.

BERACHA. Samaria. - A leader of 
the Jewish settlers in the West Bank. 
Benny Katzover. yesterday said he 
believed that there are enough Jew- 
ish settlements on the main moun- 
tain ridge here and that most efforts 
should now be devoted to bolstering 
the existing ones. 

Katzover was speaking on a press 
tour of West Bank settlements orga- 
nized bv the Council for Jewish Set- 
tlements in Judea. Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip. Katzover who was 
among the Gush Emunim leaders 
who spearheaded the push into the 
West Bank is chairman of the Samar- 
ia Regional Council. 

Katzover charged that the Indus- 
try and Trade Ministry has deterred 
entrepreneurs from investing in the 
territories. He also accused the In- 
terior and Religious Affairs Minis- 
tries of withholding aid. "possibly to 
get back at the settlers" for not 
voting for the NRP. 

Katzover led reporters through 
this red-roofed settlement estab- 
lished in 1983. At a point overlook- 


ing the Nablus-Ramallah Road, he 
said: "We have reached the optimal 
number of settlements on the ridge 
l which extends from north to south 
across and dominates the West 
Bank. 1 By now the settlements on 
the ridge are about seven to 10 
minutes drive from each other.” 

“But there is a gap he said, be- 
tween Shilo and Beit El. which are 
15 to 20 minutes drive apart. 

Katzover said the settlements on 
the ridge were the most important 
because their existence precludes re- 
linquishment of the West Bank. 

He said he wanted the govern- 
ment to establish two or three new 
settlements, mainly to prove there 
are no political restrictions on settle- 
ment. He said he would prefer the 
establishment of Migdalim planned 
for southeast of here. Tirza near 
Tubas and Avnei Hefetz west of 
here. 

Katzover said he wanted 80 per 
cent of the settlement budget ear- 
marked for strengthening existing 
settlements. 

Some 15 per cent of the Jewish 
residents in the area his council cov- 


ers (from north of Shilo to Mount 
Gilboa) the northern boundary of 
the West Bank are unemployed. But 
attempts to attract entrepreneurs 
have been foiled, he said. 

Katzover charged that plans to 
establish 15 plants in Emmanuel, six 
or seven in Barkan, near Ariel, and 
at least one in Ma’ale Efraim. had 
fallen through for lack of support 
from the Industy Ministry. 

The Ministry had not approved 
the establishment of even one enter- 
prise in Samaria.

Aids virus now in Israel of rescue airlift ‘hypocritical’ 


MKs decry army’s right to cancel pensions

HAIFA. - There is evidence that the 
virus thought to he the central factor 
in Aids the killer syndrome which 
mainly affects homosexuals - is now 
-in Israel. Dr. Zvi Ben Ishai. deputy 
director of Rambam Hospital, told 
reporters yesterday. 

He said the findings were made in 
st survey conducted among 200 
Israeli homosexuals by Prof. Zvi 
Bentwich and Dr. Ze’cv Handsel of 
Kaplan Hospital and himself. 

Of the men. 24 were found to have 
■antibodies against the virus, known 
as HTLV 3 I Human T Cell Lympho- 
tic Virus type 3). In seven cases, the 
■antibodies were fresh, indicating re- 
cent exposure to the virus. 

The findings showed that tbe virus 
has penetrated Israel, although it did 
-not mean that there would be an 
outbreak of Aids here. Ben Ishai 
said. 

“in spile of our findings, we do not 
think there is serious cause for

President Chaim Herzog yester-

Herzog made the statement to 
reporters at Beit Hanassi.

"dubious talent for converting any 
admirable achievement into a matter 
of controversy.” He urged that the 
rescue not be turned into an "ugly 
chapter of accusation and slander 
levelled by political groups against 
one another.” and that the rescue 
not become a political football. 

Even if "grave mistakes may in- 
advertently have been made.” Her- 
zog continued, “we must now make 
every’ effort to quiet the storm." 
Instead of making accusations, he 
said, all must work to ensure that the 
rest of the Ethiopian Jews are 
brought home. 

He also said that those who work- 
ed "months and years'* at great per- 
sonal risk should be congratulated 
and thanked for their efforts which

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Viet assault pierces key 
Kampuchean guerrilla base 


AMPU - Kampuchea (AP). - An 
armour-led Vietnamese assault by 
some 1,000 troops attacking from 
tour directions smashed into this key 
resistance base yesterday, Thai, 
military sources and eye witness 
accounts said. Ampil hugs the Thai 
border. 

At least 20 guerrillas were killed, 
part of the base destroyed and some 
of it occupied by the Vietnamese 
who appeared to have the upper 
hand after a day of fighting, accord- 
,n g to Thai army intelligence 
sources. 

The Vietnamese laid down a mas- 
sive artillery barrage before 
spearheading the assault with up to 
20 tanks, more than orr any other 
single day in six years of fighting on 
the Thai- Kampuchea border. 

Maj. Geo. Salya Sriphen. Thai 
Eastern Force commander, told re- 
porters that the defenders destroyed 
three of the Soviet-supplied T-54 


tanks and two M-113 armoured per- 
sonnel carriers. 

Several sources said some guerril- 
las pulled out of Ampil to seek safety 
near an anti-tank ditch on the Thai 
side of the border. 

Salya said Ampil was defended by 
about 5,000 guerrillas. 

Four Thai troops were wounded 
by shrapnel from the stray shells, he 
said. 

Ampil. 280 km east of Bangkok, 
was the last major camp of the 
Khmer National Liberation Front 
(KNLF) still intact until yesterday's 
assault. The latest Vietnamese 
offensive began in mid-November 
last year. 

The strike at Ampil was widely 
expected since the Vietnamese were 
celebrating the sixth anniversary of 
capturing Phnom Penh. Hanoi 
forces invaded Kampuchea in late 
1978 and drove Pol Pot’s Khmer 
Rouge out of Phnom Penh on Janu- 
ary?, 1979. 


Pakistani policemen ehaxged with Afghan's death 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan (Reuter). - 
Pakistani authorities have arrested a 
police official for beating an Afghan 
refugee to death and another police- 
man for silently watching the crime, 
police said yesterday .< 

They said the refugee died in 
police custody last Spetember after 


being arrested as a suspect in die 
murder of a French development 
worker. 

The police said at the time that 
Zainuddin had com mi ted suicide, 
but an official probe demanded by 
his relatives later showed he died of 
torture. 


White House 
launches own 
news service 

WASHINGTON (AP). - The White 
House, guided by President Ronald 
Reagan's repeated complaints that 
his views are distorted by the repor- 
ters who cover him. is launching its 
own “news service" to distribute 
presidential speeches and announce- 
ments. * 

Among the first clients of the 
fledgling service is Citizens for 
America, a conservative organiza- 
tion headed by unsuccessful New 
York gubematioral candidate Lew 
Lehrman- But the White House 
hopes to establish a market for the 
service among radio stations and 
small newspapers around the coun- 
try that don't have White House 
correspondents of their own. 

The White House Office of Media 
Relations said people who contact 
the office for more information after 
reading a news story about some 
event often remark upon hearing the 
official version that it “wasn't at all 
like the news report" they h*“ 1 
heard. 

Reagan himself has often com- 
plained to reporters that they misin- 
terpret his words and distort his 
views. 

One White House official said i 
Reagan's aides believe they can get 
the president's views across more 
effectively if those views are “unfil- 
tered” by the independent media.

- Doctors re- 
moved a small portion of the left 
lung of Princess Margaret, but it 
proved “innocent." the princess' 
office announced yesterday. 

A statement said the surgery was 
performed Sunday at the Brompton 
Hospital in west London. The prin- 
cess was admitted to the hospital 
Saturday. 

Published reports said Margaret, 
54, a heavy smoker, had been suffer- 
ing from chest pains and difficulty in 
breathing. She is expected to leave 
the hospital within the week. 


Numeiri pardons 
209 defendants 
in coup plot 

KHARTOUM. Sudan (AP). r 
Sudanese President Jaafar Numeiri. 
m a surprise move eysterday par- 
doned ail of 209 defendants charged 
with plotting to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. the Sudan News Agency 
reported. 

Chief defendant Phillip Abbas 
Gaboush and the other 208 defen- 
dants had appealed to Numeiri. 
asking him to pardon them under the 
amnesty for southern rebels wbicta 
he announced last May. 

Gaboush and the others were 
arrested last October for trying to 
engineer a “criminal and ethnic plot 
to create disturbances in the country 
and confusion and panic in Khar- 
toum to prepare for foreign in- 
tervention," the agency reported. at 
the time. 

The agency said 198 of the 209 
defendants - including 127 military 
men - had been ebarged with 
“crimes of iniquity” -which are 
punishable by death, life imprison- 
ment or limb amputation under the 
country's Islamic law code. 


Panama freighter 
hit by Iraqi ipissile 

MANAMA^ahiRiMAP).^ A' 
Panamanian-registered freighter, 
foe Topaz Express, was hit by an 
Iraqi missile yesterday, its captain 
said in a shore-to-ship telephone 
interview. 

Earlier, Iraq announced its war- 
planes raided two "large naval 
targets" near the Iranian Kharg Is- 
land oil terminal in the Gulf. 

Captain Inocentes Jara said he 
arid 14 other crew members were not 
injured and the damage inflicted was 
“minor.” 

He said foe attack took place as his 
vessel was 140 kilometres southeast 
of Kharg Island and outside the 
Iraq-Iran warzoije. 

He said he had unloaded a cargo 
shipment at Iran's Bandar Khomeini 
port and was on his way out of the 
Gulf when foe attack occurred. 


Zia opposed 

KARACHI, Pakistan (AP). - Five 
former judges of foe Supreme and 
provincial high courts said on Sun- 
day that President Mohammed Zia 
uI-Haq, who is also the country's 
chief martial law administrator, 
could not amend the constitution 
adopted in 1973 by the elected 
National Assembly. 

They made the remarks at a Press 
Gub forum with reference to last 
week's nationwide referendum, in 
which Zia received backing from 98 
per cent of the voters to remain in 
power for five more years and to 
amend the existing constitution as be 
desired. 


PARIS (Reuter). - Snowfalls and 
one of the most severe cold snaps 
this century paralyzed much of 
Europe yesterday and at least 20 
people were reported to have frozen, 
to death or been killed in accidents. 

In France, weathermen said 
temperatures had plunged to their 
lowest since 1894 as lakes around. 
Paris froze solid and snow settled on 
palm trees in the Mediterranean re- 
son of Nice for the first time iri 
memory. 

Rome was also hit badly by snow 
and ice. with the subway system 
partially dosed because of frozen 
tracks and city buses forced to use 
snowch ains for the first time in 14 
years. Schools were closed in a bid to 
keep private cars off the streets. 

Traffic chaos was also reported in 
Britain, with commuter trains into 
London held up by frozen points and 
several major highways in the south 
and east of the country blocked by 
snow. 


Meteorologists said the cold wave 
hitting the continent had been 
caused by icy winds from Siberia and 
foe Arctic and some predicted it 
would continue for several days. 

The unusually harsh conditions 
also affected countries south of the 
Mediterranean and major highways 
over the Atlas mountains in Moroc- 
co were blocked by heavy snowfalls 
at foe weekend. 

Coastal regions were battered by 
wind and rain and two people were 
hurt when seven coaches of foe high- 
speed “Arab Maghreb” express 
train left foe track in foe midst of a 
severe storm near the central Moroc- 
can town of Meknes. 

A Spanish freighter, the Don Fer- 
nando. sank in the storm, and 26 
survivors were picked up by the. 
Soviet trawler Ima Sotmalis. They 
included the captain, his wife and 
three injured crewmen, but* one 
other was still missing. 


French tout scheme for 
New Caledonia independence 


NOUMEA, New Caledonia (AP). - 
Edgard Pisani. France's direct repre- 
sentative to New Caledonia, yester- 
day proposed independence, in asso- 
ciation with France, as “the best 
solution" for the troubled territory 
where clashes over the issue of inde- 
pendence have killed 13 people in 
less than two months. 

In a radio broadcast to foe people 
of New Caledonia, aired simul- 
taneously in France. Pisani spelled 
out a plan to bring independence to 
tbe territory while guarding the in- 
terests of France, which has control- 
led the island group since 1853. 

“France or independence. Inde- 
pendence or France. It is possible to 
associate that which until now has 
been opposed," he said. .“I suggest 
that you pronounce yourselves in 
favour of associated- 
independence." 


Pisani proposed a vote in July 1985 
by residents of New Caledonia on 
self-determination. He said such a 
vote would give residents living 
there at least three years a chance to 
decide whether to retain the present ‘ 
territorial status or opt for an 
associated-independence with 
France.

Kyprianou reshuffles Cabinet 


NICOSIA (Reuter). - Cypriot Presi- 
dent Spyros Kyprianou made sweep- 
ing changes to his cabinet yesterday, 
just two weeks after he ended an 
alliance with the powerful Afcel 
Communist Party. 

A government statement named 
new ministers for eight posts, includ- 
ing interior, defence and finance. 

Six ministers were dropped in- 
cluding three backed by Akel, 
although not party members, and 
Christodoulos Veniamin, the 
longest-serving cabinet member who 
had held the now split interior and 
defence portfolios since 1975. 

Foreign Minister George Iacovoo, 


prominent in preparations for a 
meeting in New York later this 
month between Kyprianou and 
Turirish-Cypriot leader Rauf Denk- 
tash, was one of only four cabinet 
members to retain his post. 

Akel helped Kyprianou, who 
beads the Democratic Party, sweep 
back to power in the 1983 presiden- 
tial elections, but he ended foe 
alliance last month, saying there had 
been disagreements over the hand- 
ling of the Cyprus problem and he 
needed broader political support. 

The new cabinet is dominated by 
prominent business and professional 
men rather than career politicians.

VIENNA (Reuter). - Czechoslova- 
kia’s Charter 77 human rights group 
announced on its eighth anniversary 
yesterday that it had appointed three 
new spokesmen. 

It said they were former journalist 
Jiri Dienstbier. 47, writer Eva Kan- 
turkova, 54, and office worker Pet- 
ruska Susterova, 37. 

Charter 77 came into being on 
January 7, 1977, with the publication 
of a manifesto in western newspap- 
ers calling for the observance of 
human rights in Czechoslovakia. 

In a 17-page statement issued 
through emigres in Vienna yesterday 
and signed by foe new spokesmen. 
Charter 77 reviewed its activities 
over foe eight years since then. 

It reaffirmed that its aims included 
analyzing how foe constitution and 


laws were observed and how human , 
and dvfl rights were respected, and 
drawing attention to injustice. 

Tbe statement said that more than 
1,200 people had signed the charter 
and that the group had published 
several hundred documents, from 
analyses of nuclear power plant con- 
struction, the health service and foe 
media to protests against- human 
rights violations.

for 

help

A TELEPHONE rings in the station 
of Eran, the centre for emotional 
first aid. From somewhere out in the 
darkness a lonely voice pleads for 
help, and the anonymous volunteer 


provides it by means of Alexander 
Graham Bell’s invention, without 
ever seeing or knowing the person in 
distress. 

Despite Eran’s insistence on com- 
plete anonymity. Bertha Zaslani. 
founder and president of the orga- 
nization, and Shmuel Toledano, the 
chairman, decided that it was impor- 
tant to build up a profile of the type 
of person who invokes Enin's ser- 
vices. With tlfe aid of experts from 
the BrookdaJe Institute in the U.S. 
and the Ministry of Health, a re- 
search project was prepared and 
completed. This involved compiling 
and filling in 1,400 questionnaires 
over a period of four months, during 
which all calls to the five Eran sta- 
tions were recorded and data about 
the callers collated- The information 
was then processed by the Brook- 
dale Institute computer. 

Some of the information obtained 
was surprising and at variance with 
the popular stereotype of who calls 
for emotional first aid. Only I per 
cent of callers were really suicidal, 
and another 2 to 3 per cent voiced 
threats to commit suicide. These 
people were helped by keeping them 
talking for as long as possible and 
then by referring them tactfully to an 


appropriate health clinic or the 
police. 

Another widespread belief is that 
the time of deepest despair is be- 
tween midnight and the darkest hour 
before dawn. Analysis showed that 
most calls were placed between 8 
a.m. and noon, and between 4 pm. 
and 8 p.m. Hie days of greatest 
pressure were Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days and Thursdays, while there was 
least pressure over the weekends, 
particularly on the Sabbath. 

Fifty-five peT cent of the callers 
sought advice and help in regard to 
problems of loneliness and depress- 
ion. Fifteen percent had sex difficul- 
ties; 10 per cent were involved in 
family arguments between husband 
and wife, or between parents and 
children. Ten per cent of the callers 
suffered from mental illness, and 2 
per cent from physical ailments. The 
remaining 8 per cent had various 
problems, caused by passing events, 
such as pregnancy or post-partum 
depression. 

Toledano comments. “We noted 
in particular that most of the people 
were mentally healthy. It was also 
interesting that financial questions 
did not seem to cause Israelis acute 
distress. But we did the survey from 


April 1 to July 31 [last year], econo- 
mic issues may have become a more 
significant problem since the crunch 
began.” 

FIFTY per cent of the callers were 
between the ages of 17 and 29; some 
31 per cent from 29 to 50; and 15 per 
cent were over 50. Some four per 
cent under 17. Fifty-four per cent of 
them were women, and 46 per cent 
men. 

With regard to occupations. 45 per 
cent were workers of various types, 
25 per cent pensioners, 12 per cent 
housewives; 10 per cent students; 
and 10 per cent unemployed. 

Sixty-one per cent were bachelors 
or spinsters; 31 per cent married, 
and the remainder divorced, 
widowed or separated. Only two per 
cent were new immigrants or Arabs, 
all the rest were veterans or sabros. 

Fifty-seven per cent of the callers 
were turning to Eran for the first 
time, 25 per cent for a second time 
and 16 per cent were regniar callers. 
Thirty per cent of the calls lasted 
from 15 to 30 minutes. IS per cent for 
more than 30 minutes. 

FROM ALL these percentages it 
was possible to build up a profile of 
the kind of person who turns to 


Eran. It is somebody, man or 
woman, young or in the prime of life, 
mentally healthy but tormented by 
problems of loneliness and depress- 
ion. rather than by specific difficul- 
ties. 

“One of our conclusions.'* says 
Toledano. “is that Israel must have 
more experts working with the gen- 
erations between 17 and 50. These 
are the people on whom the future of 
the country depends; yet they seem 
to be in most need of spiritual and 
emotional support 

On the practical level, the re- 
search helped Eran to work out 
when most volunteers should be at 
their stations. The Ministry of 
Health attached great importance to 
the discovery that so few of the 
callers were mentally ill. 

Toledano reported on the Israeli 
research at an international meeting 
in Geneva of organizations like Eran 
from 1 1 countries, including Poland. 
No other country had done similar 
research, and they were all so struck 
by Eran's conclusions that they 
asked for the report to be translated 
into their national languages, to en- 
able them to do similar research. 

“One factor that struck them was 
that alcoholism plays no significant 


role among eaiJers to Eran in Israel, 
while in Europe it is a very important 
problem.” Toledano says. "We now 
plan to do another and much more 
ambitious project, using I5.WH 
questionnaires." 

Mrs. Zaslani points out that Eran 
has just passed its bar mitzva year - 
she founded it during Hanukka. 14 
years ago. operating from her own 
home with two volunteers using her 
telephone. Today there are 50ti 
volunteers servicing stations in Jeru- 
salem. Tel Aviv. Netanva. Haifa and 
Beersheba: another station may be 
established in future in Nazareth. 

“In the early days, we lived a 
hand-to-mouth existence." she says. 
“But. since Shmuel Toledano took 
over the chairmanship, everything 
has been regularized. We get our 
budget from the Ministry of Health 
and the municipalities, but. of 
course, we also get funds-from dona- 
tions. Teddy Kollek has been parti- 
cularly helpful. Our problem at the 
moment is how to maintain the .stan- 
dard and scope of our services, w hile 
accepting cuts in the budget due to 
the economic situation."

British Jews 
on themselves

HOW DO English Jew's look on 
their Jewishness? 

This is the subject of a study 
hv the distinguished English 
sociologist. Prof. Julius Gould, 
which has been published by the 
Institute of Jewish Affairs under the 
title Jewish Commitment: A Study in 
London I price £6). Allowing for 
certain limitations (the survey was 
carried out 15 years ago among some 
2(10 London Jews, all parents of 
children between age 5 and 21. and 
while originally confined to male 
parents, it was subsequently agreed 
to include mothers, but only up to 10 
per cent of the total interviewed!), 
the results are nevertheless reveal- 
ing. even if the restricted nature of 
the sample would make it unwise to 
jump to too general conclusions. 

Figures indicate that of the 
IU0.000 Jewish households in Grea- 
ter London. 60.000 are svnagogue- 
atfilinted. Of those interviewed who 
belonged to synagogues, 20 per cent 
never attended, 35 per cent went 
ugly on the High Holidays, and 35 
per cent attended with a fair regular- 
ity Compared with the previous 
generation, there was a steady de- 
cline in synagogue attendance, ex- 
cept on the High Holidays, when the 
new generation was no less assi- 


duous. However, in general, most of 
those interviewed revealed them- 
selves as less involved in Jewish 
practice than their parents (and they 
usually described their mothers as 
being more “Jewish” than their 
fathers). 

Over half were less observant of 
kashrut and only about a third re- 
ported that they had maintained 
their parents' standard of dietary 
observance . but 1 1 per cent said that 
they were more strict than their 
parents in this regard. Eleven per 
cent had been to Jewish day schools, 
and the same proportion spoke mod- 
em Hebrew. Some 65 per cent could 
read classical Hebrew well and 76 
per cent read regularly at least one 
Jewish newspaper (one would guess 
that for nearly all of them, this meant 
the Jewish Chronicle , with its re- 
markable circulation in the Anglo- 
Jewish community). 

The most observed festival is Pev 
sah (90 per cent), followed by 
Hanukka (86 per cent), which is 
ahead of Yom Kippur (85 per cent) 
and the Sabbath (76 per cent). 

ABOUT a quarter of those inter- 
viewed were bom abroad, which, 
Gould admits, is probably higher 
than the national average (and even 


more so today). However, their high 
rate of social mobility is doubtless 
true of the community as a whole. 
Whereas over 60 per cent of their 
fathers had engaged in manual 
occupations and 38 per cent in pro- 
fessional and other non-manual 
occupations, today the proportion is 
reversed with more than two-thirds 
in professional and intermediate 
□on-manual occupations and only a 
third in manual jobs. 

Gould mentions that Jewish lead- 
ers are sometimes criticized for stres- 
sing pragmatic rather than ideologic- 
al attitudes to Judaism, but he finds 
this to be a highly realistic approach. 
The respondents emphasized what 
their parents did and what they re- 
quired of their children in ritual 


performance and social behaviour, 
with scant recollection of religious 
dogmas or beliefs. The transmission 
of Jewishness, therefore, would de- 
pend largely on example and de- 
clines in observance can only lead to 
greater declines in the next genera- 
tions. Most of these parents see the 
main means of educating their chil- 
dren Jewishly through part-time 
classes, usually on Sundays only. 

About half of their children were 
getting a maximum of three hours of 
Jewish education a week over a 
period of six or seven years. Only 
about 20 per cent had considered 
sending their children to a Jewish 
day school. Many encourage their 
children to join Jewish clubs and 
organizations. 


The social circle of the parents 
tends to be Jewish; 78 per cent said 
their friends were all or mostly Jews. 
Even among the children. 56 per 
cent of their friends were all or 
mostly Jewish. 

As to anti-Jewish biases among 
the non-Jews. 17 per cent found a 
great deal and 76 per cent found 
some. Asked if they thought this was 
due to Jewish behaviour, many 
answered in the affirmative, citing 
obstentatious behaviour or dress and 
showing off of wealth. 

ALMOST A HALF anticipated that 
their children would have problems 
in their careers because of their 
Jewishness, especially when it came 
to promotion and competition with 
non-Jews. On the subject of how 
Jews feel different from non- Jews, 
the most common positive replies 
dealt with the nature of their family 
life and the scope of their ambition. 
Some (reflecting a minority mental- 
ity which takes unique forms in Eng- 
land) answered that Jews were dis- 
tinguishable through their loud 
speech, gesticulation and flam- 
boyance. Nobody referred to Israel 
or Zionism as distinguishing factors. 

However, when questioned 


directly on Israel, they revealed a 
high degree of identification, cou- 
pled with no intention of going to 
live there. Their identification with 
Israel steins in part from their con- 
sciousness of Jewish peoplehood and 
in part from vicarious pride. But also 
it is looked on as an "insurance 


policy” for themselves for any future 
time of trouble for British Jews. This 
feeling is not to be exaggerated, hut 
in the aftermath of the Holocaust, 
there remains an acute sense of 
being “different" and of the poten- 
tiality of discrimination, prejudice 
and hostility.

Dvorak: “Sto- 
bat Mater," opus 58. 

MANY COMPOSERS have set Sta- 
bai "Mater to music, but Dvorak has 
the distinction of extending the work 
from some 20 minutes, which seems 
reasonable, to an hour and a half. 
Although he tries hard to find some 
contrasts through different choral 
texture and the use of the four 
soloists in different parts, the repeti- 
tion of the words and the dolorous 
nature of the piece do not lend 
themselves to variety of mood or 
musical invention. True, his music is 
always melodious and harmonious, 
but emotional impact can simply not 
be maintained over such long 
stretches. 

Avi Ostrovsky nevertheless 
directed with concentrated energy to 
keep things alive and moving. The 
four soloists were of the highest 
standard, and the Bach Choir from 
London was in beautiful form, pro- 
viding mellow and glorious choral 
sound. The orchestra collaborated 
well, and so everybody contributed 
to the evening's success. The capac- 
ity audience, ever hungry* for choral 
concerts, showed its appreciation 
and delight in rounds of applause.

LTTURGICA -84 - Avi Abramorid. vlofin; 
EHsabelh Rofoff. organ (Domxttku Abbey, 
Jerusalem, January 2). H.I.F. Bibcr: 15 Rosary 
Sonatas (1676) 

IN THIS DEBUT, new immigrant 
Avi Abramovid, who has already 
become one of Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra's First Violins, demons- 
trated his skill and musical accom- 
plishments. To stand for nearly two 
hours and perform 15 sonatas, prac- 
tically on ins own, as the organ only 
provides basis and background, re- 
quires stamina and musical maturity. 
The work is an encyclopedia of violin 
playing, demanding flowing phrases, 
smooth ornamentation, nimble fin- 
gers to execute brilliant runs and 
chordal textures - and the violinist, 
undaunted, stood up to the text 
despite wintery cold and draught. 

The music maintains interest 
throughout, as all the various forms 
are employed -dances, passacaglias. 
variations, airs - with the prog- 
rammatic associations suggested by 
the headings being mostly purely 
symbolic. Heinrich Ignaz Franz von 
Biber (1644-1702), from Bohemia, 
was the outstanding violinist of his 
time and a composer of importance, 
whose oeuvre is today, unfortunately, 
rather neglected; therefore it is all 
the more commendable that this 
programme presented his perhaps 
most famous opus. 

Elisabeth Roloff wisely refrained 
from obtrusive realization of the 
continue part, as the acoustics in the 
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Dormition Abbey are notoriously 
precarious, though her accompani- 
ment was a bit too modest, leaving 
the violinist completely on his own 
most of the time. We hope to hear 
more solo performances from Avi 
Abramovid. who appears to be a 
most welcome addition to Jeru- 
salem's artists.

BACH: MASS IN B MINOR, hnd Chamber 
Orchestra and the Stuttgart Chamber Cbotn 
soloists: Maria Zcddna, soprano: Gabriele 
Schradcenbach, alto; Hans- Peter Blocbwltz.

A PERFORMANCE of Bach's B 
Minor Mass is always an outstanding 
and usually a moving experience. 
The music transcends the physical 
phenomenon of sound and enters 
the spiritual domain. The mass is not 
a dramatic work, and its perform- 
ance should, therefore, not appeal to 
our craving for tension, emotional 
excitement and great climaxes. Dra- 
ma was indeed totally absent here, 
but what did Frieder Beraius give us 
instead? 

We listened to the music, looked 
at the score and could find no fault. 
With few exceptions polyphony was 
treated skilfully, and diction was 
perfect. Phrasing, accents and all 
other apsects of articulation all 
seemed fine, authentic and exact. 
The soloists, violinist Reuven. the 
excellent oboe d’amore players, the 
two bassoonists and Mr. Weintraub 
the flutist, all deserve praise. The 
orchestra did its duty to the best of its 
ability. Even three of ibe guesi 
soloists, the alto, the tenor and the 
bass, could be accepted, perhaps not 
as unusually fine, but undoubtedly 
as deserving attention. 

There were, of course, two serious 
shortcomings: the soprano, whose 
performance lacked all musical 
meaning and the choir, for which we 
regrettably could have not even the 
slightest praise. The a cappella con- 
cert was still very much in our mind 
and in the Mass, basically, there was

no change: no depth of tone, no 
sensitivity, no capability to create 
mood and atmosphere, no flexibility* 
in tonal modulation. 

But even given these two short- 
comings, there seems only one con- 
vincing reason for the unforgivable 
mediocrity of the perfonnancetthe 
musical weakness of the conductor. 
His physical activity on the podium 
seemed in direct contradiction to the 
results. And what were these re- 
sults? 

What Bemius gave us was a slow- 
moving. pale, anaemic, spiritless 
performance, which triggered no re- 
sponse in the listener. True, to do 
justice to this unique statement of 
universal faith is a most difficult 
task, but how could this heavenly 
music become boring?

THE COMBINATION of well- 
known and seldom-heard works 
made for an interesting programme. 
Gelbrun’s Intrada and Passacaglia is 
the last movement of a choreog- 
raphic symphony written 1979-82. 
The composer notes that each of six 
parts of the work was inspired by one 
of Rodin's sculptures. In the 12 
variations of the passacaglia theme, 
each one is written half a tone higher 
than the preceding one , so that in the 
end it returns to the original tonality. 
Conductor and orchestra gave the 
music a committed presentation that 
aroused interest. 

Daniel Benyamini, first viola of 
the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra. 


rendered the demanding Hindemith 
concerto with expressive phrasing, 
good musical tone and style. Lack of 
adequate rehearsal presumably was 
the reason for a lack of balance 
between the solo and the accom- 
panying small orchestra. Still it was 
an enjoyable performance that was a 
success with the audience. 

Directing with clear and effective 
movements. Stanley Sperber and the 
HSO achieved good results in the 
ending Haydn. One of the London 
Symphonies, i.s sub-title “Military” 
derives from the second part in 
which the percussive battery is un- 
leashed together with another sur- 
prise: a trumpet-call. The straightfor- 
ward reading had charm and brio 
and created a lively conclusion to 
this charming concert.

GIACINTO SCELSI'S music is lit- 
tle known and was new to this re- 
viewer. An eccentric Italian noble- 
man. Scelsi ignores everything we 
might expect" to find in Western 
music. 

His two pieces for violin solo 
(1973). for instance, called fame 
ailee! fame ouvene. are based on a 
single tone played on two adjacent 
stnngs. each notated on a separate 
stave, fluctuating within the range of 
a tiny microcluster in quarter and 
eighth tones. Scelsi actually explores 
the inner structure of the tones. 

His Ko-Lho for flute and clarinet 
(1966) is based on similar techni- 


ques. Less extreme arc his fjiniiro 
illuslnizione >>n the Meiantnrphosri 
uf Vishnu f) g 53). in which each 
chord, dissonance or cluster is 
dominated by a central rone penet- 
rating compelling!}’ through the tex- 
ture and one's perception. 

Clearly in his thought and music 
Scelsi is deeply inspired by Eastern 
notions, particularly by the Tibetan 
treatment of single gong rones as 
self-containing musical entities, 
plunging the listener ini-.* deep 
meditation. Even stranger than the 
instrumental pieces were the Ho- 
Five Melodies for solo voice I l u (rfti. 
fashioned, so it seems, in the style of 
Japanese speech and traditional 
opera. 1 have never heard anything 
like this, and even John Cage's aria 
and Berio's famous Sct/tu'iiza tor 
voice seem to have no connection or 
similarity with this music. As for To. 
the Muster: Two hnprovivtiiion\ with 
Victoria Purr. 1 have nothing rosav . I 
simply could not follow the proceed- 
ings. Four early preludes from Fort} 
Preludes ( W3iM(l) are post Schocn- 
bergian and Fednts for voice and 
piano (1437) is neuroma n tic in style. 

This review i> more a description 
of what happened at this conceit 
than a critical statement. Scelsi is a 
strange outsider, a rare phe- 
nomenon from a different world of 
music. For the time being. I cannot 
judge his work in terms of it*- musical 
value, esthetics or its place in lhe 
contemporary scene. But 1 can ex- 
press my admiration for David 
Bloch, who spared no effort to make 
this concert possible, and for the 
seven artists, for whom. I imagine, 
the performance of some «»l Scelsi 's 
works was not an easv task.

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What keeps women out of top positions? 


TEL AVTV. - The poll was con- 
ducted among male and female lead- 
ers in the business community and as 
always, respondents were promised 
complete anonymity. 

One woman went so far as to say 
that as soon as a woman gets to a top 
position, she goes out of her way to 
see that other women don't reach a 
similar post in the same firm. The 
successful businesswoman likes to be 
the sole recipient of the compliments 
men shower on her for her success: 
women don't like to share male 
attention with other women.” 

One woman, asked if she had 
faced any sexual harassment in her 
climb to the top. replied: “Not 
enough, and the older I get the less 
men pay real attention to me.” She 
thought that the existence of sexual 
harassment was greatly exaggerated, 
for "most modem women know how 
to- take care of themselves quite 
well.” 

Another woman said: “If you 
have one woman in a top position, 
she will inevitably choose a man as 
her deputy. Most men don't mind 
taking orders from a woman - for 
most women bosses use more charm 
and understanding than male bosses. 
Bur this charm will rarely work on a 
woman acting as a deputy to another 
woman. The latter is much more 
disinclined to take orders from a 
woman than from a man. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the deputy will often sass 
her woman boss, something she 
would rarely do to a man." 

One man stressed that few men 
have any objection to working for a 
woman - if the woman is as compe- 
tent as a man. and most women are if 
they reach a top position. 

However, another drew a distinct 
distinction between factory work 
and office work. The more physical 
the work, the less men are willing to 
accept a woman as a boss, for a 
woman can't perform the same 
work. But in an office, in academic 


Conducting another of his mini-polls MACABEE 
DEAN tried to find out who is to blame for the 
paucity of women in top managerial posts. To his 
amazement it turned out that women themselves 
are the culprits much more than men/ 


life and in other white-coliar occupa- 
tions, this distinction disappears. 

But one man said that there was a 
difference in approach among the 
various ethnic communities. '‘West- 
ern men are much less inclined to 
resent women bosses than men from 
Oriental communities, where macho 
is still a big thing.” 

The head of one factory admitted, 
however, that be had always been 
very hesitant about hiring women as 
department heads. 

“To be accepted by men, they 
simply have to be extremely compe- 
tent. It's the old story that for a 
woman to reach the same spot as a 
man. she has to be twice as good. 
These are the facts of life. And in 
this, Israel is no different from any 
other western country. Women will 
rise to the top not through a revolu- 
tionary approach, but through an 
evolutionary one, he said. 

The Jewish anti-feminist tradition 
(the woman's place is in the home) 
may have weakened among those 
from western countries, but the 
majority of Israelis don't come from 
these countries. Rather, they hail 
from areas where the tradition is still 
strong that a woman's place is within 
the family fold. 

One woman admitted this dearly. 
“Every real woman centres her life 
about her children, husband and 
borne, in this order. Working out- 
side the home comes second. And 
most women who do go out to work 
after marriage do so to supplement 
the family income.” 

And, of course, many women 
don't rise to the top for purely biolo- 


gical reasons: women want children, 
and they have to stay home to raise 
these children. This takes at least 10 
years out of their career life. And if 
they have been trained in highly 
technical fields, they have an added 
disadvantage, for they constantly 
have to catch up with new develop- 
ments. 

Even if some women.have enough 
energy and ambition to fry to be both 
a homemaker and a career woman, 
they run into tremendous difficul- 
ties, one man said. Good maids are 
as hard to find as good wives, and 
when you find a good maid, she also 
has a family. The maid's children get 
sick, so she doesn't come to work. 
And if she doesn't come, the 
housewife-career woman can’t go to 
work. 

- There are day nurseries and kin- 
dergartens, but they are very expen- 
sive. 


And if everything functions more 
or less well at home, the working 
wife will still need a very supportive 
husband to help her run a household 
while her head is whirling with busi- 
ness problems. And most husbands 
come home tired from their own 
work, and although some might 
want to be supportive, most want a 
good meal, asuportive wife, espe- 
cially one who can keep the noise of 
the kids down.

Another main reason against 
women managers is that “if a 
woman's work is never done, those 
in top managerial positions also live 
a crazy life, without hours, running 
around for many hours after regular 
work hours to keep a factory or 
office functioning. This is especially 
true in Israel, where every day 
breeds a new crisis, and the most 
stable thing is instability.” 


But one male manager thought 
that a partial solution would soon 
become available. “Technology is 
moving so fast, that soon a woman 
armed with a computer and a tele- 
phone, can conduct a lot of her work 
from home when the kids are sick, or 
when she is needed late in the even- 
ings to solve a business problem.” 


Two separate shows for Pessah gifts 


TEL AVIV. - For the second year 
two separate exhibitions will be held 
designed to help work committees 
choose their presents for the Pessah 
holiday.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - The Norwegian Shipping 
Protection and Indemnity’ Associa- 
tion. Gard. has warned other asso- 
ciations that “any visit to Libya by a 
foreign cargo vessel involves great 
risk and danger/* 

This follows the torture murder of 
a Norwegian seaman, the torture of 
other crew members and the long 
detention of their ship in Tripoli last 
summer. 

The latest issue of Gard's quarter- 
ly house organ reports that the 
Norwegian freighter Gerrna Lionel, 
under charter to a German firm but 
manned exclusively by Norwegian 
seamen and flying the national flag, 
had been boarded by armed officials 
after she had put. into Tripoli last 
May. The Libyan officials accused 
the crew of being spys and baving 
flashed lights to contacts on land. 
They said the ship was carrying “sec- 
ret messages” from Britain. (The 
siege of the Libyan embassy in Lon- 
don bad taken place the month be- 
fore.) 

The ship was held in Tripoli for 
eight weeks and allowed to sail only 
after intense political pressure. One 
crew member was missing, and when 
his body was eventually released, it 
became clear he had died under 
torture at the hands of the Libyan 
authorities. The Libyans alleged that 
he had died jumping from a car at 
highspeed. 

Other crew members were also 
interrogated and tortured. 

The Libyans then demanded pay- 
ment of over $250,000 in “port 
charges” before releasing the ship. 
In addition the owners were forced 
to sign a declaration apologizing for 
their crew member's suicide, a crime 
under Islamic Law, and promising to 
keep the whole affair secret. 

The Norwegian foreign ministry 
later made strong representations in 
Tripoli , demanding the trial of those 
responsible for the outrage and com- 
pensation for the crew members.

Gad Seen, director of the food 
division at the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade, to\a The Jerusalem Post 
that tbe ministry feels the bakers' 
demands are justified, and that he 
had recommended to tbe Treasury 
that tbe higher subsidies - approx- 
imately six per cent more than at 
present- be granted. 

However, Treasury economists 
have approved only part of that 
amount, a sum equal to the cost-of- 
living increment the bakers must pay 
their workers.

The Industry Ministry has warned 
the bakers not to contravene the law 
by offering only so-called “en- 
riched" loaves not subject to price 
control. 


Yugoslavia to reduce $19h. foreigndeht 


BELGRADE (Reuter). - Yugosla- 
via, which registered an economic 
upturn in 1984, called for a further 
rise in growth rates and a sharp boost 
in exports next year in a develop- 
ment programme unveiled last 
week. 

The 19S5 plan, approved by Par- 
liament Last week, appeared aimed 
at building on this year’s recovery 
and easing Belgrade’s huge foreign 
debt burden of some $19 billion. 

But although the government de- 
clared that a major priority would be 
reducing the country's 60 per cent 
inflation rate, the highest in Europe, 
the plan gave no details of what kind 
of target figure it was aiming for. 

The 1985 programme, details of 
which were published Friday, said 
Gross National Product should rise 
by three per cent next year, com- 
pared with 2.1 percent in 1984. 

It called for an overall 12 per cent 
rise in exports, one per cent up oh 
this year’s growth rate, and said sales 


to do liar-earning markets should go 
up by 15 percent. 

But the plan set a relatively mod- 
est goal for industrial output, which 
rose by more than five per cent this 
year, saying 1985 should see a four 
per cent growth rate. j 

Yugoslav financial sources siid 
Belgrade should register an $800 
million balance of payments surplus 
this year, compared witfcr$300m. jn 
1983 and a S1.4 billion deficit in 
1982. 

The 1985 federal budget, also pub- 
lished last week, was set at 609^5 
billion dinars (about $3b.). a 56 per 
cent increase over the 1984 figure. !. 


But in dollar terms the 1985 sum 
represented only a marginal in- 
crease, as the dinar has (hopped 
nearly 40 per cent in value agamst 
the U.S. currency over the past year. 

In keeping with past practice, 
nearly 64 per cent of die entire 1985 
budget is earmarked for defence. -

time before the introduction of a 
new package deal (the present one 
expires on February 2). 

Another explanation is also circu-

A city-wide strike that would shut 
down government operations was 
threatened yesterday by the Jeru- 
salem Labour Council. The council 
wants the Industry and Trade Minis- 
try to help local manufacturers sev- 
erely hit by the package deal reces- 
sion. 

Speaking to an emergency meet- 
ing of some 180 workers from the 
Izrom lightbulb company, which on 
Sunday sent out dismissal notices to 
35 persons - causing the rest of the 
factory to hold a one-day protest 
strike yesterday - Jerusalem Histad- 
mt chief Nissan Harpaz vowed: "If 
Izrom lays off workers, or goes 
under, well bring the whole city out 
on strike." 

Only 20,000 of Jerusalem's 
340,000 Histadrut -organized work- 
ers are in manufacturing. The rest 
are white-collar workers employed 
by the city’s hospitals, banks, gov- 
ernment ministries, the municipality 
and the Hebrew University. 

Harpaz told The Jerusalem Post 
that he would ask the Histadrut to 
pressure the government to lift the 
56 per cent purchase tax on bulbs. 
“Lightbuibs are like bread." said 
Harpaz, after the meeting at the 
Histadrut offices in Jerusalem, “and 
just as there is no such tax on bread, 
there shouldn’t be such a heavy tax 
on lightbuibs.” 

Several speakers, including Har- 
paz, described Izrom as Jerusalem's 
Ata. But Harpaz insisted that “Atn 
had major problems - particularly 
speculators as owners who milked 
the company.” so the comparison 
with Haifa's ailing textile concern 
was misplaced.

The Romema factory's workers 
committee, however, proposed that 
management introduce a five-day 
work week, and after negotiations, 
agreed to a four-day week. 

“At least one other major Jeru- 
salem manufacturing concern is also 
heading into trouble, Histadrut 
-sources told The Post. But instead of 
.waiting for the firings, the sources 
said, proposals are being made “in- 
formally” for a shortened work week 
with its accompanying wage cuts.

The “arrangement shares." which 
have developed an independent life 
of their own on the stock market 
despite the hurricane of criticism in 
the political world, continued to put 
on a good show, although they did 
not keep up with their performance 
of the previous day. Then, they bad 
been all in demand: yesterday, 
although about half of them rose in 
price, the other half suffered from 
offers to sell. These offers, however, 
were picked up without any fall in

THE ATTACKS by Likud politicians against the Prime 
Minister's Office over the premature publicity given to the 
airlift of Ethiopian Jews is eloquent testimony- if that still were 
needed - to the fragile state of the contract that binds Labour 
and the Likud in one government. 

These attacks are of a piece with the Likud's behaviour from 
the start of this government: any and all problems and failures 
are Labour's fault; successes are owned in common. 

But the willingness to exploit this unfortunate episode to 
score cheap political points against the Prime Minister violates 
even the most minimal obligations of coalition government, not 
to mention political decency. 

For the fervid Likud politicians must know - unless they 
prefer not to - that the erosion of secrecy surrounding the airlift 
did not begin with the press conference hurriedly organized last 
Thursday by the Government Press Office, which is the object 
of their charges. 

It began first of all with the decision that the Jewish Agency 
should immediately raise funds amongst Jews abroad to help in 
the absorption effort. This involved speeches, public meetings 
and broad distribution of information that inevitably made its 
way to the press abroad. 

Why it was necessary to engage in such an urgent fund-raising 
campaign, why this could not have waited until the airlift 
operation was completed, has yet to be explained. 

In Israel, too. tongues had to wag. Mayors, politicians, 
rabbis, even hospitals treating some of the newcomers, felt the 
need to broadcast their particular angle. 

Throughout all this generation of noise, the Israeli press tried 
as best it could to keep the lid on. But with the mounting 
presence of Ethiopian Jews around the country, and the 
inevitable news events this created, including, for example, 
road accidents in which Ethiopian newcomers were involved, it 
became ever more difficult for the press and the censorship 
authorities to hold the line. 


The line finally crumbled, as is now well known, after an 
interview by Yehuda Dominitz. the Jewish Agency’s veteran 
aliya director, was published, apparently without consulring 
the censor, by the monthly journal of the Judea and Samaria 
settlements. But since this journal does not exactly enjoy high 
visibility, its damage required supplementary help. That was 
provided by Israel's two tabloid newspapers, which last Thurs- 
day gave prominence to the interview. Their reports did 
achieve high visibility. 

Now. all the parties in this process wrap themselves in 
self-righteousness, blaming everyone but themselves. And 
especially the decision to convene a press conference, in which 
government and Jewish Agency officials attempted to shift 
attention from the exodus of the Ethiopians from Africa to tbe 
process of their absorption here. 

That attempt was. of course, misguided, for the press corps in 
Israel, or anywhere else, whether foreign or local, can't be 
channelled in such a manner. But by the time the conference 
was convened, the story had in any case been screaming for 
hours from headlines and radio broadcasts around the world - 
including Israel s own two radio services. 

To try to pinpoint blame, therefore, in such a complex 
process is foolhardy, if not spurred by pernicious intent. The 
really noteworthy fact is that the veil remained more or less in 
place for as long as it did. 

Yet there is even less reason, as Mr. Peres said yesterday, to 
focus, in what can only be termed sick fashion, on the “scandal" 
of publicity instead of the really significant event, which is the 
arrival here of the Ethiopian Jews. 

Doing that is a disservice to those who engineered this 
operation. It also eclipses a national achievement of which 
every Israeli can rightfully feel proud. And it also plays right 
into the hands of our foes. For by dwelling on the issue of 
secrecy we give it legitimacy. We thereby only deflect attention 
from the very inhumanity which made -the secrecy necessary. 

For Arafat. Gaddafi. Assad and their ilk would prefer to 
have Ethiopian Jews starve and die in Africa rather than be 
saved by coming to Israel. 

The very fact that secrecy was made a condition of this 
humanitarian venture derives from their inhumanity. It is this 
reality and not a hapless interview or press conference that 
should now shape the conception of what Israel must do 
publicly to rescue those who still remain behind. 

Even those Likud politicians looking for cheap shots should 
be able to understand that.

ONE OF LONDON S 
oddest institutions, the 
Eccentric Club, where the 
hands of the clock turn backwards 
and dinner guests have been known 
to carry open umbrellas, is planning 
a S2.4 million facelift and, for the 
firet time, the admission of women.

The club founders’ introduced a 
host of innovations into clubland's 
comfortable life of afternoons spent 
dozing in leather armchairs, sipping 
fine ports and brandies, eating game 
pie and other table delicacies, and 
reading copies of The Times with the 
creases ironed out by servants. 

In the Eccentric* bar room, the 
hands on the clock run backward. 
Dinner parties arc held for the tradi- 
tionally unlucky number of 13 


guests, and the guests sometimes 
carry open umbrellas indoors. 

The club president. Lord Monta- 
gu of Beaulieu, ceremonially stop- 
ped the clock recently at 1:16 p.m. 
during a news conference announc- 
ing the club's plans. He says he will 
restart it late this year when the 
facelift is finished. 

For the first time in its history, 
membership will then be open to 
women, and new features will in- 
clude a video conference room. 21 
bedrooms with baths - another first 
for the club - catering facilities, a 
sauna and gymnasium. 

As recently as the 1950s, the 
Eccentric was considered one of 
London's wealthiest clubs. But as 
elsewhere in clubland, officials say, 
it has fallen on hard times, hit by 
rising costs, falling membership and 
deteriorating services. 

Last year, the 219-year-old 
Brooks Club was fined when health 
inspectors found mice and cock- 
roaches in the kitchens.

Solving the problem 


of unemployment 


By DAVID KRIVINE 


AS UNEMPLOYMENT rises, so do 
tempers. Who has taken away our 
jobs? Fingers point accusingly at the 
Arabs, for undercutting Jewish 
labour. During a pbone-in session on 
the radio last Thursday, two indig- 
nant citizens clamoured for job dis- 
crimination in favour of the Jews. 
One of them argued that the best 
solution would be to exclude Arabs 
from Jewish economy altogether. 

The heart of Israel's economic 
crisis is that the country produces too 
little. The shortfall has become so 
great (reaching over SS.OOOm. a 
year) that our government is begging 
the U.S. for supplementary aid. We 
explain that our need is temporary, 
that we have plans to earn the money 
ourselves. Within five to eight years 
our labour force will produce 
enough to make all charitable assist- 
ance unnecessary. 

And we start by trying to fire part 
of the labour force. 

The idea that dismissing some 
people creates jobs for others is a 
lunatic delusion that never seems to 
vanish. The reasoning goes some- 
thing like this. If 1.25m. people 
belong to Israel's labour force and 
100.000 are unemployed, all you 
have to do is get rid of 100,000 Arab 
workers, and there will be no unem- 
ployment any more. 

What happens if there are no 
Arabs to fire? Suppose the 1.25m. 
members of the labour force are all 
Jews; would eliminating 100,000 
Jewish workers restore full employ- 
ment (for the rest)? 

This is not an academic question. 
Immigrants are Jews and can be 
discriminated against. Our homes- 
pun critics ignore that an unem- 
ployed person is two things: an ear- 
ner of money, and a spender of the 
money he earns. Complaints are 
heard almost in the same breath that 
“immigrants are taking our jobs.*' 


and that “the failure of the Jewish 
Agency to bring in immigrants is 
putting building workers in the 
street.” 

The logical conclusion among the 
protect-our-jobs brigade can only be 
that the larger the country, the grea- 
ter the problem of joblessness. Small 
populations are safe. Perhaps we 
should say diminutive populations, 
since Israel has a small population 
already; yet some would like to re- 
duce it further. 


THE REAL PROBLEM of Arab 
labour is that Arabs are willing to 
perform tasks that Jewish work- 
seekers reject. The person in charge 
of the radio talk-in programme tried 
to make that point, but the dissen- 
ters on the phone insisted that it was 
not the point. The point was that the 
Arabs work for “a one-third wage." 
If dustmen were paid the same salary 
as doctors or engineers, there would 
be no shortage of Jewish dustmen, 
one of the outraged callers asserted. 

Sure enough; who would under- 
take tbe moil and toil, not to men- 
tion the expense of medical or scien- 
tific studies, if they could earn the 
same money by becoming a dust- 
man? The problem is not that Arabs 
agree to a one-third wage: it is that 
dustmen only qualify for a one-third 
wage. We are talking about vacan- 
cies at the labour exchange. Appli- 
cants get the rate for the job. whoev- 
er they are. The Histadnit makes 
sure of that. 

The problem is that persons with 
qualifications want posts that re- 
quire qualifications. That rule ap- 
plies to Jews and Arabs alike. Arab 
doctors and engineers would not 
relish being dustmen or waiters or 
petrol-station attendants; just as 
Jewish dustmen, waiters and petrol- 
station attendants content them- 
selves with a one-third wage. 


EGYPT, ISRAEL AND THE PEACE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Shmuel Katz’s article 
(November 23), criticizing ray state- 
ments on Israeii-Egyptian relations 
in an interview with David Bernstein 
(November 16) was brought to my 
attention only recently. I have no 
intention, after the elapse of several 
weeks, to engage in a point-counter- 
point debate with Mr. Katz, and 
would leave it to the readers to 
decide whose arguments are what he 
calls “an insult to the intelligence.” 
Nor do I share with Mr. Katz suffi- 
cient premises that could serve as a 
common ground for a serious discus- 
sion: as I understand from his article, 
he regards the existence of a Palesti- 
nian national identity in the West 
Bank as an unfounded “myth”; he is 
vehemently opposed to the peace 
agreement with Egypt (presumably 
preferring the belligerency that had 
existed before); and he even disbe- 
lieves that the emergence of terror- 
ism fascism in our society, in 
recent years, is “factually true." 

Nevertheless, since the state of 
Israeii-Egyptian relations is nowa- 
days an increasingly topical ques- 
tion, I wish to correct Mr. Katz on 
one point that I believe is essential to 
this issue. Peace between Israel and 
Egypt was not merely an exchange of 
Sinai for normalization - as he de- 
picts it. In addition to the Begin- 
Sadat proclamation of “no more 
war,” it also included a pledge to 
restore the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians and advance them to- 
wards full autonomy - an element 
that Mr. Katz completely ignores, 
and for obvious reasons. At the risk 
of stating the obvious, I would like to 


remind him that the government that 
made this commitment had no inten- 
tion of ever honouring it and indeed 
proceeded immediately to do almost 
everything possible to prevent its 
materialization. 

The anger of the Egyptians about 
actions of Israelis that contradict the 
essence of the peace agreement is no 
less genuine than our anger about 
those of the Egyptians. Recognizing 
H is the just requirement for moving 
towards the improvement of rela- 
tions. To call this recognition 
“whitewashing the Egyptians" is 
absurd - no less than calling my 
repeated criticism of the Egyptian 
“cold peace" an attempt to 
“whitewash the Israelis.” 


But the categorical denuncia- 
tions. rather than search for rap- 
prochement. is ' the name of Mr. 
Katz's game. Instead of telling us 
how. in his opinion, we can establish 
peaceful relations with the Arabs - 
which, in the long run, is the most 
cnjcial existential question facing us 
- he engages in exposing villains, 
not only in tbe Arab world, but also 
in Israel: “Those who are responsi- 
ble for the peace treaty or who 
supported it,” those who “mute the 
fact that Palestine is the homeland of 
the Jewish people and no other na- 
tion on earth.” those who “prop- 
agate the idea of a territorial com- 
promise.” and. of course, those who 
“whitewash the Egyptians.” 

It is perhaps not a great disgrace to 
be given a small niche in Mr. Katz's 
pantheon of de raons .

THE PITFALLS OF NUCLEAR ENERGY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - Economics as well as un- 


solved infrastructural problems are 
killing nuclear power as a future 
energy source. The basic difficulties 
which trouble the electricity industry 
generally, rising prices and sputter- 
ing growth, are compounded in the 
case of nuclear energy where drama- 
tic cost increases far outpace the cost 
of coal generated electricity. And 
nuclear's troubled condition appears 
permanent. 

Although tbe days of overblown 
nuclear power expectations about 
electricity being “too cheap to 
meter” have long since passed, the 
nuclear industry (and our govern- 
ment which is planning to build a 
nuclear plant in the Negev) still touts 
nuclear power as cheaper than 
alternatives. Nuclear power was not 
always as expensive as it is now. The 
first 15 U.S. power reactors, small 
units built between 1955 and 1963. 
were directly government subsi- 
dized. The next dozen were built as 
“loss leaders” by Westinghouse and 
General Electric. After that, the 
utility industry began to build large, 
unsubsidized plants which proved to 
be complicated to build and operate 
and disappointing in their generating 
performance. 

Virtually every plant built in the 
1970s cost more, often 10 times more 
than the original estimate, resulting 
in cancellation of over 100 plants 
since 1974, including at least 20 in 
various stages of construction, with 
losses in the billions of dollars. Not a 
single new plant has been ordered 
since 1978. 

How is the ordinary person, con- 
cerned about hazards but confused 
about benefits, to decide if nuclear 
power is as good a buy as our govern- 
ment experts and some of our scien- 
tists claim? Only an informed public 
can make intelligent decisions as to 


whether our experts are embarking 
on a viable programme. I for one am 
not sure that a possible purchase 
from France might not open the 
Pandora's box of the French then 
selling nuclear potential to our 
neighbours. 

I wonder if our country can afford 
the nuclear option and if we dare 
allow the decision to be exclusively 
in the hands of our politicians.

INCREASED TAXATION

The solution is not job discrimina- 
tion. just as the solution to the 
present slump in international trade 
is not protective tariffs. Job discri- 
mination will worsen the employ- 
ment situation, just as protective 
tariffs will worsen the slump. Squab- 
bling overshrunken resources serves 

only to spread misery wider. The 
way to overcome unemployment is 
to expand resources, that is. create 
new jobs in the production sector. 

The workers can contribute to the 
expansion of resources by accepting 
a pay cut. The process has started in 
Israel. Industrial output went up by 5 
per cent last year, because labour 
costs went down. This fact is worth 
noting to counter the defeatist view 
that Increasing the gross national 
product is not a feasible option. 
Output grows in Israel if the condi- 
tions are right, that is. if the cost of 
producing goods does not exceed the 
earnings gained from exporting 
them. 

The alternative solution submit- 
ted by Prime Minister Peres of re- 
ducing the working week to five days 
(and trimming wages accordingly) is 
a pessimistic formula. It assumes 
that the GNP cannot be rapidly 
increased, so endeavours to spread 
the load by making ten workers do 
the job of nine. 

In defence of this emergency mea- 
sure. it can be said that Israel has a 
very low tolerance even of tempor- 
ary unemployment. The govern- 
ment's budget-cutting programme 
will (if applied) cause many redun- 
dancies, and there are no substitute 
vacancies in the production sector 
available immediately. A case can 
therefore be made out for sharing 
out the work available as a tempor- 
ary device, until new job opportuni- 
ties are created. 

The trouble is that once the five- 
day week is introduced, the change is

Sir, - The State Comptroller’s 
report on the collapse of the bank 
stocks did not address at all the most 
outrageous aspect of the entire cri- 
sis. I am referring to the decision by 
the government to allow investors in 
bank stocks to convert their shares 
into guaranteed government liabili- 
ties indexed to the US dollar. 

The government's refusal to put a 
stop to the manipulation of bank 
stock prices by the banks is indeed a 
scandal. But the derision to despoil 
the tax-payer in order to rescue the 
investors who had been engaging in 
sheer speculation (even if they were 
under the innocent delusion that 
they were not) is much more out- 
rageous. While there is no consensus 
as to the cost of this “rescue” to the 
public, conservative estimates put it 
as being at least as large as Israel's 
entire budget (of education (includ- 
ing universities) plus defence im- 
ports for one year. And it may be 
more than twice those amounts. 
There is not a gram of economic or 
moral justification for imposing this 
ominous cost on the public. 

Those responsible for this derision 
to “rescue" the speculators should 
be held accountable no less so than 
the officials of the Bank of Israel 
who neglected to stop the stock 
manipulation.

SOVIET JEWS' VIEWS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - On December 16. you pub- 
lished an article by E. Finkelstein. in 
which he makes several major dis- 
coveries concerning Jewish emigra- 
tion from the Soviet Union. 

first: “Today the average Soviet 
Jew is likely to come to the conclu- 
sion that emigration is not a game 
worth such high stakes... he sees the 
difficult life of emigrants. .. As far as 
his preferences are concerned, ex- 
perience tells him that it would be 
best for him to remain what he is, a 
Russian Jew.” 

Second: “There are no signs what- 
soever to indicate that ■ they [the 
Soviet authorities] intend to put an 
end to the possibility of leaving the 
country." 

Third: “Tbe now prevailing view 
of a sharp intensification in Soviet 
anti-Semitism... is a characteristic 
example of their (activists) incorrect 
evaluation of the situation.” 

All these statements are practical- 
ly identical with the permanent 
claims of the Soviets since 1968. 
They constitute a great service to 
them and a disservice to Soviet Jews. 
Of course, this does not make the 
statements automatically wrong, but 
it calls for- utmost responsibility in 
making them and solid facts in sub- 
stantiating them. The last two state- 
ments contradict all well-known 
facts and can hardly be proven. 

What supports the first statement? 
Finkelstein answers this question 
himself: “We are apt... to accept 
without reserve all information com- 
ing from aliya activists... However, 
the most important characteristic of 
Soviet Jewry is the deep abyss that 
separates. . . the mass of Soviet Jewry 
and... the fighters for national reviv- 
al and emigration.” 

AH of us. “fighters” and “non- 
fighters,” can testify to the contrary. 
Activists had very tight links with 


ordinary Soviet Jews, whose perma- 
nent. although clandestine, support 
contributed a lot to our survival in 
the USSR and made emigration a- 
true national movement. However, 
one may trust FinkelsteuTs state- 
ment with regard to his own personal 
experience as “an active participant 
in Soviet Jewry's movement to emi- 
grate to Israel since 1970,” according 
to your editorial identification of 
him. It is a different question 
whether he should generalize his 
experience, but the point is: his 
“discoveries” do not constitute 
knowledge but personal judgement 
The same applies to his fourth false 
"discovery" of "tbe mass re- 
emigration of former Soviet citizens 
from Israel,” which he refers to as a 
well-known fact. 

One is, of course, free to pass 
subjective judgements. But finkel- 
stein emulates the Communist party 
and the Soviet anti-Zionist Commit- 
tee when he speaks in the name of 
people who have little possibility to 
object and disprove. 

In the present situation, with 
dozens of arrests, searches and beat- 
ings of Jewish activists within the last 
few weeks, the Soviet Jewish major- 
ity will probably be unable to answer 
Finkelstein. But our first-hand 
knowledge, as well as that of hun- 
dreds of our friends in tbe USSR, 
and of thousands of ordinary Soviet 
Jews, makes it our duty to state that 
the concepts presented by Finkel- 
stein are his alone and are not shared 
by any of those we know.
